We may gather very plainly by theſe examples, how thar in 
ſcripture the knees were alwaies dedicated ynto God, and thar 
him alone and noother weſhould worſhip & reverence with the, 
becauſe weneuer doe a more gratefuller{acrifice vnto our Lord, 
than when we doe iphim onourknees,afd ſerue him with 
al our heart. Itis here grearly ro be weighed,that God isnot con- 
rented only rhat we ſhould kneele him onour knees , bur 
commaunderh vs alſo to praiſe him with our toungs: and of theſe 
two things he had rather that menſhould praiſe him with rheir 
and nor kneele,thankneele and notpraiſe him.

Cyrillus ypontthis place ſaith. T hoſe beare willingly the crofle 
of the ſonne of God vpon their ſhoulders , who ſufter all which 
they ſufter with a cheerfull minde for che loueof Chriſt, whom 
our Lord doth not pay, onely the good workes which they doe 
tor him; bur alforhe toy & cheertulneſle with the whichthey do 
it. Thoſel;kewiſe doe carrie the croſle by conſtraint with Cyre- 
n:45, which doeall which they doe, murmuring and grundging, 
whole workes are neither acceptable vnto God, norgrateful ve

O how many more diſciplesrhere be which follow S:- 
men than which follow Chriſt ; who, ifasthey had ended with 
their conſciences, durſt alſo end with their ſhame,would not on- 
ly nottake vp and bearethe croſle of Chriſt willingly; nonor yer 
rake it vp by conſtraint with Simon, Barnard ſaith, It is not conne= 
nientforthe ſeruantof our Lord torake vp the crofle of Chriſt by 
conſtraint, norto take it atthe hands ofthe lews being hired:for 
offuchaoneit may beſaid,that if he dopenance,or vſe any abſti- 
nence,it isnut ſo much becauſe he will doe it,as becauſe hee can- 
notchuſe bur do it. He doth carrie the croſle by conſtraint with 
Simon Cyrena#s , who doth not breake his faſt , onely becauſe hee 
hath nothing to eat;and he whodoth not commit adultenie , be= 
cauſe he doth not know with whom to finne; and hee who doth 
diſſembleivith his enemie, only becauſe he knowerh not how to 
beauenged; and he who isnor couetous, becauſe hee hath no- 
thingto keepe :ſorhatin him nortobe naught and vicious, isnot 
robe atrribured to his perte&ion, bur becauſe hee wanterh occa- 
fionrodoeit, 

He goth carrierhe croſſe of Chriſt by conſtraint on his 
ſhoulders, who beingrempred, falleth; and he, who hauing hu 
ger,caterh;and he, who hauing opurtunity, comitterh adultery; 
and he whobeing angry,chideth :ſotharſuch aoneis like vntoa 
mud wall, not wel troden; the which inrecemunga littlerainfal- 
teth rothe ground . With Cyr-n<xs did carrie thecrolle of Chriſt 
by conſtraint wicked 1#d4s, when he ſold Chriſt ; and inconſtanr 
S. Peter when he denied Chriſt : whereof the one through coue- 
rouſneſle of gathering rogerher; and the orher tor teare of dying 
fell with the crofle ro the ground , when they did ſell and denie

death , much lefle criealoude : the which voice, our holy Lord 
did giue out, becauſe tharall thoſe which were there preſent, 
might knowe how willingly hee did die; and howe little hee did: 
feare death. How is it poſublerhar he ſhould ſeare death ſeeing _ 
that hee came vol 'vnto it 7 thereis ho manwho can fears, 
death,but he whom death doth kil;bur the ſon of God could noe 
feare death , becauſe he was to triumph ouer death. Ierom faith, . 
Forthe ſon of God rogiue vp his ſoule,when he would himſelf, 
and howe he would , and to cry aloud at the laſt houre, was to 
ſhewe vato vs, his high Godhead; and to die praying and wee- 

ing,was to pruoue his manhood:inſomuch thar if indieng he did. 
himſelfe ro be a man, yer in the circumſtances of his death, 
he was knowento be God...

conuert himſelfe, it ſhould not be becauſe he was not called, bur 
becauſe he would not come: becauſe thar with rhar loud yoice, 
he did calltheliuing.and ſummonthedead,becauſe they ſhould 
be all preſent, toſec howe he did ſhed his bloud , and beſtowed 
it,forall che vniuerſallworld. Wobe vatothee O my heart, wo 
be vatothee O my ſoule,if no drop of that bloud hath fallen yn- 
toourſhare, for as by that blond wee wer2 redeemed, ſoby the 
ſame bloud, we muſt be ſaued..

All the wars which were betwixrtAohilles and #efor, Alex- 
ander and Dare, Tnlins C:ſar and Pompey, Auguſ/ms and M, 
A ntonius,werenot becauſethey would haue the:lawes kept, bur 
becauſethey would be intituled kings. = 

What meanetl; this O good Iefus , what meanerh thisf doe 
they hftrhee vp like vntoa king, crowathee like a king , put on 
thee a purple robe like a king , ſalute thee on their knees like a 
king, ſaying, leſus of Nazareth kingof the Iewes; anddoſt thou 
ieſt at the kingdome, and put thy head fromthe title > Farnard 
vpoa the paſs1onlaith, thatrnotonly on his head, noryerleaning 
to hishead, the fonne of God would not hauetheritle of honor, 
ſceingthar he did gtuevp his ſpirit, with his head bowed down, 
therby to giue vs roynderſtahd,thathis kingdome was not of the 
kingdoms of chis world, and howetharit is no ſure thing to take;

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any rule ar the hands of atyrant, 

Pilat the lieutenant was an vniuſt judge, and a tyrant of the 
Romane empire, bornarLions, and for that cauſe the ſonne of 
God would nor acceptthe honor which hc gaue him, nor allow 
of the title which hee did pur oucr him; for although the rnle 
which he did put ouer liim was good, yer the intention with the 
which he did ir wasnought. 

(2 Ciprian ſaith, For the ſonof God to conſem that they ſhould

Theritle of Iefus of Nazareth king of the Iewes, P:l«t com- 
maunded ro be writtenin a little peece of a boord, and to be nai- 
ledouer Chriſt hus head: buthe _ as great aſriendof humi- 
litie - as an enemie of yanitie , ſhur his cies becauſe hee would 
not ſee it, and bowed down his head, becauſe hee would nar 
touch ir. 

Chriſt durſt nor ( ſaith Remigi® ) die, with the honor which 
Pat had laid vpon him in jeaſd , and dareſt thou die inthe 
offices of honour which-thon doeſt procure in earneſt 2 Chriſe- 
flom to this purpoſe norerh ; that Chriſt did fuſt bow down his 
head, before his ſoule did go our of his bodie ; therby to ler

ſubicRion , nor yettoliue long burto live well . Cirillus vpon S, 
Tebn ſaith, Theneerer the redeemer of the world did drawe to 
his death', the more and the greater miracles he did , for inſuf- 
fering his ſideto beopened, he did ſhewe his chariric ; in taſting 
gaull and vinegre, he did ſhewe hisabſtinency ; in not comming 
down from the croſle, he did ſhewe his conſtancy ; in nor anſwe- 
ring vato the iniuries done ro him, he did ſhew his patience; and 
in bowing down his head, he did ſhewe hisobedience.

I doe not deſcrue , that wy ſoule ſhould be draivne our of 
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my bodie with thee, yer ſuffer that my ſin be pulled our of my 
bowels, and that thou vvoyldeſt receiuethy pain in recompenſe 
of my puniſhment, becauſe thatone drop of thy ſivear will ſariſfie 
thy father better then a thouſand years of my ſuffering . When 
crucified Ieſus vvas dead, his cies vvere cloſed vp» histace black, 
his bodie ſkiffe, his bloud conicaled , his mourh ſomewhar opcn, 
his bodie vvan and blewe, and all his whole fauourand counte- 
nance changed andaltered: andyetthereremained inough , al- 
though there hadremainednorhing,ſceing that the redeemerof 
the yyorld did notremaine. All the compaſle of the world re- 
mained exceeding]y afraid, rhe yyicked finagogue confounded, 
all Chriſt his familic aſtonied,Pslats people in a'vyonder,and the 
ſorrowfull mother ina ſowne. O vvorld ranſomed , O pardon 
performed,O general Iubile,O hel now ſhut vp,Ofaulr wel paid 
tor,Oiuſticerigorouſly executed yponthee O my {weer Telus, 
when thy ſoule vvas drawen from thee,” and when thou 
diddeſt pay the raunſome of my finne. O my ſiweer Jeſus 
now gone,O my redeemer now dead, ſeeing that thou art the 
 Lordofgloric,and the maker of life,tel me wharis become of thy 
kfe?did 1rnorſufficerhat thy enemies did crucifie thy members, 
but that they alſo quarter in peecesthy ſweer loue? Art thounor 
dead and quartered, ſecing thatthy skin cleauethto the croſle, 
thy hairs areſowenabour the ſtreers, thy bloud is ſhed vponthe 
and thy ſoule is gone into Paradiſe, and thy bodic inclo- 

edintheſepulchrefſuch a highlife,ſuch old companic , ſuch an 
heroicall harmonie,and ſuch an vnſpotred fleſh,how could thy 

moſt ſacredſoule abandon and forſake? Helpe thy ſelfe then O- 
good Icſus,helpe thy ſelfe vvith thy mothers ſoule , ſeeing rhar 

thou haſt giuenthy ovvne vntothy father , and ſecing that her. 
ſoule is more inthee,theninher , let it giue life yvhere it loueth, 

ſeeing it doth not vyhere it abiderh. T hou maiſt cucnnovy raiſe 

vptvvodead bodies,cloth tyvo ſoules vvith bodies , giue ſoules 

vato two bodics,giue life vnto tyvo dead perſons, that isto ſay, 

vato thy ſelfe vyhich haſt alreadic gjuen vp thy ghoſt, and vo 

thy mother vyhois readic to ſendforth herlaſt breath.

very inſtant that rhe maker of the world di yeeld yp 
his ghoſt , thevaile of rhe remple did breake intwo, 
from the top vnto the bottome,notbeing rouched byany either 
yvith the hand orſword. To ynd thismyſterie, you muſt 
note tharthe Iewes had tyo vailes.in their tabernacle and tem« 
ple,whercof the one was atthe entring.in of the gate, and the o- 
ther in the middle of thetewple, with the vyhich the bodicof 
the church was denided fromthe chanſcll, inſo much thar they 
.could ſec nothing of the rewple,vnleſle they had faſt raken away 
the vailegnor they could not (ce the ſafe ſanforrm , yalelle the 
ſecond vaile had ben broken, T he firſt miracle which the ſon of 
God didin his life time,wasthe twning of waterintowine ; and 
the firſt that he did after his death,was the breaking thevaile of 
theremple,the which he did vvith greater ſolempmrie thenthe 
firſt;becauſe he did the one inhis htetime,the other being dead, 
the one in hispreſence , the otherinhisabſence; theoneinthe 
houſe,and the cther mn the templezrhe one being ſar downe,and 
the other being crucified;the one atthe requeſt of his holy mo- 
\ ther, andtheothertothe confuſionof the mlamous ſynagogue. 
From the time that Chriſt was borne ynuill he turned thewarer 
into wine, there paſled thirtic years& frew the time that Chriſt 
dicd onthecrofle,vmu] the vaile ofthe tewpledid breakeintwo, 
there paſled not ſo much as three moments : becauſe har inthe 
ſelfe ſame inſtant that his ſoule departed our of his bodice , the 
vaile did begin tobreake and rent mfunder.lnthis moſt high mi- 
racle,the ſonot Ged didfſhew his power inbreakivg of the PR

Mme” petre ſeifſe ſunt & monuments aperts ſunt , & mults 
A Scorpora /anfforum ſurrexeritt faich S, Mathew chap.27.as 
W gif he ſhould ſay, The voice which the ſonne of. God did 
e&478giue at the time of hisdeath, was ſo temble and fo 
dreadfull,thar as his foule went out of his bodie,and his ſpirit vn- 
ro his father , immediatly the ſtones did cleaue inpeeces, the 
mountaios did breake,the ſepulchres open, and many holy men 
did riſe with Chriſt; infomuch that nane of all creatures deſired 
wager rolue, ſecing rhey did ſee tlicir maker to die ſomuch 
withoutfaulr.Itis a thing worthie to be noted,and in my ſeemi 
dreadfull ro behold, tharin theland of Iurie,inthe kingdomedt 
Damaſco, and inthe mountains of Arabia, vntill this day. the 
cleauings of the ſtones remaine, andthe renting of the rockes ; 
whereof ſtrangers take ſomerelikes, and make croſles and ſignes 
yponthem, in token that for feqre of the crolle they did open, 
anddreadand wonder of him who was crucified, they. did part 
in ſunder. 

There appeared fignes and tokens in foure places, at the 
deathof Chriſt;that is ro ſay,in rhe heauers which waxed dark, 
inthevyaile which tore in ſunder, in the ſtones which.did cleaue, 
and inthedead which did riſc;in all which there was teſtimonie 
giuen,how great the power of him was whodied, and how far 
the bloud which he did ſhead did extend it ſelfe , The bloud 
wyhich the ſonne of God did ſhead , did extend it ſelfe vntothe 
angels,ſceing he did reſtorerhem: tothe Lewes, ſeeing it = re- 

| cence 
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deemethem;torthe Gentiles, ſeeing ir did coruert them, ymo 
thoſe which were dead, ſecing it did ranſome them : infomuch 
that if he could haue found more creatures, for more he would 
hauedied, andinmorche would haue cwploied his bjoud, Itis

Renuigin (ayth, Thar ifthe infamous Tewes could haueſcene 
the heartof the ſonne of God,as they did ſee his face,they would 
not haue carried him away with ſuch haſt asrhey did,norpurrhe 
Centurion to gard him, becauſe he had greater care toredeeme 
them,theathey had to kill him. Tf we will marke and Jooke into 
this miſtery profoundly,we ſhal find thar if rhey did carry Chriſt, 
Chriſt did carrie and lead them, butthey lead himro carric him 
out of the world,and he went to draw themour of hell . They 
did caſt Chriſt ourof the world , ſeeingthey did bereauchimof 
his life,and he drew themourof he!l ſeeing he did forgiue them 
cheir fine; and if fince that time any of them haue ben condem- 
ned,and atthis day burne in hell.ir is rather becauſerhey did rc- 
rarne vatotheirfirſt fins,then that they were norfullyredeemed. 
O ſenceleſle Iewes, why doe you ſend holy Tefus through the 
ſtreers with a gatd of men,ſeeing that he hah more ro doe arthe

appeaſe his fathers anger, found his church , conſume rhe ſina-
